I do not call
the FBI and let them know what books I'm reading in the library, or
what books I buy in the bookstore. Why would I want them to peer
over my shoulder as I stare at my monitor? It is invasion of privacy
pure and simple. What would be the next step, filling out a "moral
questionnaire" to get my driver's license renewed?
